Grant extends free HCC college-prep program 


HOLYOKE — Holyoke Com- 
munity College has been awarded 
a $450,000 state grant to extend 
its free college preparation pro- 
gram, Transition to College and 
Careers, for three more years. 

The grant from the state Dept. 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education (DESE) allocates 
$150,000 a year for the next three 
fiscal years — 2021, 2022 and 2023 
— with the college providing an 
additional 30 percent match. 

Transition to College and Ca- 
reers, also known as TCC, is a 
free, adult education program 
that helps students 18 or older 
prepare for college and identify a 
career path. Coursework includes 
intensive academic preparation in 
reading and writing, math, study 
strategies, and computers. 

The program is designed for 
all adults, including students with 
high school equivalency certifi- 
cates, those who have complet- 
ed English as a Second or Other

Language or other adult literacy 
programs, and those who have 
been out of school for a long time 
and want to return. 

“TCC is really a bridge for 
them so they feel like they under- 
stand what college is about and 
gain confidence in their abilities 
to manage the academic work- 
load,” said TCC director Marie 
Troppe. 

There is no cost to students for 
the classes or course materials. 

“The grant and the college 
cover everything,” Troppe said. 

HCC runs daytime and eve- 
ning TCC groups during fall, 
spring and summer terms. All 
classes meet on the main HCC 
campus at 303 Homestead Ave. 

The program serves 60 to 75 
students a year. 

The grant funds TCC in- 
struction for about 30 of those 
students a year (15 each fall and 
spring), with priority given to 
students who come from other

DESE-funded adult education 
programs, such as the Literacy 
Project, the Care Center, the Cen- 
ter for New Americans, the Com- 
munity Education Center, the 
Valley Opportunity Council or 
one of HCC’s many other com- 
munity partners. 

As an additional incentive, the 
DESE grant also pays for 12 col- 
lege credits for students who go 
on to enroll at HCC or another 
college. 

“That’s a tremendous savings 
and an incredible incentive,” said 
Troppe. “Twelve credits is essen- 
tially four free college classes for 
students who complete the TCC 
program.” 

The next series of TCC classes 
at HCC will begin in September.

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Why | think of asparagus on Mother’s Day 


crowns for Mother’s Day! When I think 

back I laugh on the inside thinking of 
just how perfect a gift it was. Some women 
get jewelry and I get asparagus. Good thing 
my husband knows that I wouldn't 
have wanted it any other way. Just 
yesterday we walked around the 
yard and remarked at the tiny 
spears popping up; it was honest- 
ly a very nice memory associated 
with a special day. In the event you 
are the lucky recipient of aspara- 
gus crowns this Sunday, or if you 
are simply in the market to install 
a bed of this vegetable, read on. 

Once asparagus 1s planted it 
will return, season after season for many 
years, perhaps 20 or more. Keep this in mind 
when choosing the location of your aspara- 
gus patch...you may have to live with your 
decision a long time. Some gardeners prefer 
to prepare a site separate from the vegeta- 
ble garden while others locate it within the 
main gardening space. Each has its pros and 
cons. With the later approach, the bed can 
be inspected during the entire growing sea- 
son, not only when the plants are produc- 
tive. If you take this approach keep in mind 
that the ferny foliage gets quite tall by sum- 
mer, so site it in the northern most row of 
the garden so that it won’t shade out other 
plants. By planting the asparagus in a sepa- 
rate location you can also better cater to the 
plants’ unique needs. 

In order to thrive, asparagus plants re- 
quire full sun, fertile soil, a neutral pH, and 
a weed-free bed. If time allows prepare the 
site in the fall prior to spring planting by 
removing the sod from grassy areas and by 
making the necessary adjustments to the 
soil with the addition of lime and balanced 
organic fertilizers. A soil test will determine 
accurate amounts for your site. 

Once asparagus crowns have been pur- 
chased you shouldn't wait too long to plant 
them or they will dry out. At first look, 
the roots look like fleshy white tentacles 
of an octopus radiating out from its head! 
If planting ASAP is unlikely store them in 
moist sphagnum moss until you are able to 
get them in the ground. New advice recom-

mends planting the crowns in trenches 8 to 
10 inches deep. It is helpful to incorporate 
additional lime and bone meal thorough- 
ly into the bottom of the planting furrow. 
Set plants on small mounds of soil 12 to 18 
inches apart in the row and cover 
with 2 inches of soil. As the spears 
poke through this first layer of soil 
and begin to fern out, gradually fill 
in the trench with a mixture of soil 
and finished compost. It should 
take six weeks for the furrow to be 
completely filled in. Water regu- 
larly and topdress with fertilizer in 
August of the first year and every 
spring thereafter. A thick applica- 
tion of compost at this time will 
also enhance fertility, while liming annually 
will help keep the pH neutral. 

New studies indicate that spears can be 
harvested for a week long period the year af- 
ter planting. Simply cut with a sharp knife 
at the soil surface. The following year expand 
your harvest to four weeks; by year three a 
full harvest season of eight weeks is possi- 
ble. After harvest let the foliage grow, once 
winter killed it can be cut back and removed 
from the garden site in case it harbors insect 
eggs. Good hygiene and hand picking will 
reduce populations of the asparagus beetle 
and other culprits of the asparagus patch. 

My husband lovingly broke his back 
helping me clear the sod and remove the 
stones, shall I say boulders, from the area 
destined to be the asparagus patch. Maybe 
by Sunday the spears will be tall enough to 
harvest, that would be neat, indeed. And 
what about this year’s gift? Well along the 
same theme I have a project up my sleeve. A 
new picket fence perhaps! 

Here’s wishing everyone out there a Hap- 
py Mother’s Day!

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In My Backyard

Massachusetts Audubon Society reported two 
sandhill cranes in a field in Ashfield. 

The sandhill crane is a heron-like bird that is about 
45 inches long. It has a dark, red patch on its forehead. 
The feathers are gray with some rusty-colored ones on 
its back and wings. Preening its feathers with 1ron-lad- 
en mud possibly causes this. 

Sandhill cranes form large flocks in winter and 
during migration. Courtship displays are often seen 
during migration and involve graceful leaps off the 
ground as if dancing. Sandhill cranes summer on prat- 
ries and tundra. In winter, they feed on agricultural 
fields. 

West Brookfield birds 

A West Brookfield resident said she had “yellow” 
goldfinches, bluebirds, cardinals, red-winged black- 
birds, blue jays and lots of woodpeckers. She has a 
sanctuary in her backyard. She said she also saw a 
fisher cat under her window and it took one of her 
chickens. She wanted to warn residents to keep their 
cats indoors due to the fisher cats. She also has a fox 
with kits. 

Barre birds 

A Barre couple took a walk and saw a flock of 
red-winged blackbirds at the swampy area on Gilbert 
Road not too far from the intersection of Gilbert and 
Phillipston Roads. She said, “They were beautiful. I 
had not seen a flock of them before.” 

Oakham resident 

I received an email from an Oakham resident. She 
said, “I am enjoying the birds, by watching them and 
listening to them sing. On nice days, I have been open- 
ing my windows to let the fresh air in. Today my win- 
dows are closed, but I can hear still them sing in be- 
tween the wind gusts. Wow, the winds really picked up 
at noon. I hope we make it through this storm without 
any power outages.” She also said, “I am staying at 
home, not going anywhere. Being at home, I am also 
enjoying my springtime flowers. Over the past month, 
I got to watch them pop up out of the ground and 
now they are blooming. I have bold bright yellow with 
the daffodils and the forsythia, and tiny purple flowers 
here and there.” 

Ware resident 

A Ware resident has been attracting birds for 30-plus 
years at his home about a mile from Windsor Dam. He 
has open field, pine groves and deciduous trees around 
his house, as well as a brook. The different habitats 
attract many different bird varieties including: juncos, 
robins, chickadees, tufted titmice, goldfinch, grackles, 
hairy woodpeckers, red-breasted woodpeckers, downy 
woodpeckers, pileated woodpeckers, pine warblers, 
white-breasted nuthatch, phoebes, purple finches, 
chipping sparrows, house sparrows, brown creeper, 
cerulean warbler, bluebird, red-breasted nuthatch, 
hawks, turkeys and more. He has about 40 turkeys in 
his yard from October until about April, then they 
return to the woods. 

Juncos and hummingbirds 

The last day I saw a dark-eyed Junco was Thursday, 
April 23. For over a week, I only saw one male dark- 
eyed junco. Now that the junco headed north, I will 
clean my nectar feeder and boil sugar and water for 
the ruby-throated hummingbirds. I mix a one to four 
sugar water mix and then boil it to make sure all the 
sugar dissolves. Usually, I see hummingbirds around 
Mother’s Day.

same footprint, offer something 
for toddlers through 12-year- 
olds, and also provide a quiet 
cove for children on the autism 
scale. 

Recreation Committee mem- 
ber Ian Nugent, who is also a 
preschool teacher, said once a 
property auditor deemed the ex- 
isting playground did not meet 
ADA standards, the committee 
members began thinking about 
what could be done to replace it. 

As they explored alternatives, 
the town’s grant writer, Cathy 
LaRocca, said the state’s Divi- 
sion of Conservation Services 
has awarded the town a grant 
for about $100,000 through its 
Parkland Acquisitions and Ren- 
ovations for Communities grant 
program. The town would have 
to pay about $16,000 as its share 
of the project. The town also has 
some other open space funds that 
can be put toward the new play- 


ground. 
Voters at the Annual Town 
Meeting, which is_ scheduled 


to be held on Thursday, June 
18, and Friday, June 19, at the 
Brookfield Elementary School, 
will take up an article asking the 
town to approve $100,000 toward 
the project. The state will then 
provide 70 percent of the project 
to the town. 

“It’s not cheap but because of 
the grant and everybody really 
working together, we can have a 
state-of-the art playground for 
our children,” said Nugent. “It 
would be shame to lose all this 
grant money. It’s pretty amazing 
to be able to get a playground like 
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this for $16,000.” 

There would be two new sets 
of swings, with one for younger 
children and one for older chil- 
dren, as well as more equipment 
in the same footprint of the ex- 
isting playground, he said. Being 
able to provide a portion of the 
equipment to those with sensory 
disorders is also an exciting de- 
velopment, he said. 

“It’s just a great opportunity,” 
said LaRocca. “The selectmen 
are excited about it, and the kids 
are pretty excited about it.” 

She said during an open house 
at Town Hall, to show off the 
work accomplished in that build- 
ing, officials also presented plans 
for the playground and parents, 
children and other residents re- 
sponded positively to the plans. 

“One little girl came up and 
was every excited as I explained 
it,” said LaRocca. “Then she ran 
off, got her brother and brought 
him back, saying “now you tell 
him” about it.” 

If ATM voters approve the 
project, construction could start 
as soon as July 1, she said. 

There will also be a second 
phase for the project that would 
provide a walking track with 
benches that could provide a safe 
place to walk for all ages, accord- 
ing to LaRocca and Nugent. 

That project will also be the 
subject of an ATM article this 
year, although it will not have a 
dollar figure yet. Approval would 
let the town proceed to plan for 
it and to apply for another round 
of grants from the state to fund 
it, although the town would have 
to put some money toward it as 
well.
